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Rights Group Claims Polices Misconduct in 
Massage Parlor Raids

While rounding up. more than 300 sex workers 
in Phnom Penh last year, police would often post as 
civilians and solicit sex from the women, a local NGO 
said yesterday. 

In its annual report released Monday, City Hall 
said authorities had rounded up 326 sex workers and 
sent them to local NGOs for “re-education 1 in 201 1 . 
But the Women Network for Unity (WNU) which 
work with sex workers and received some of the 
rounded -up women said it had recorded more than 
100 complaints from sex workers of police misconduct 
during the round-ups . 

WNU coordinator Keo Tha said the majority of 
these sex workers had complained that during sting 
operations on massage parlors, police officers would 
dness as civilians and solicit sex from the women before 
conducting police raids, 

"In order to receive praise and get credit from their 
superiors, police disguise as civilians and drop by massage 
parlors to get coined or massaged " said Ms, Tha. “Then 
they trick the girls into having sex by promising them $10." 

‘They sleep with the girls and, after havin sex, 
they contact another group of police to raid the massage 
parlor and apprehend the girls and parlor owners," Ms. 
Tha added, 

KeoThea, municipal anit-trafficking police chief, 
dismissed the allegations, saying police sometimes 
had to go under cover in order to raid massage parlors. 


but that they never slept with the women. 

“Police never use dirty tricks," Mr. Thea said. “We 
always collect sufficient evidence to show the court 
prosecutor before we ge approval for the raid,” 

Since the implementation of the law on Suppression 
of Human Trafficking and Sexual Exploitation in 2008 
which provided tougher legislation on everything 
from soliciting to procuring sex workers women's 
advocacy groups have complained that sex workers have 
been pushed ever further underground and that their safety 
has been compromised. 

Under the law, anyone who operates a prostitution 
establishment, or allows prostitution to take place on 
their premises, can go to jail for a maximum of five years. 

Sok San Oeun, director of the Cambodian Defenders 
Project, which provides legal support to the poor 
and vulnerable, said he was aware of the police using 
undercover sting operations, but that they were not 
meant to target the sex workers themselves, but rather 
the massage parlor owners. 

Tf you are a owner of a massage shop, if you 
allow them to do that in your shop, you can be charged 
with a crime,” Mr.Sam Oeun said, adding that police 
must have evidence to prove sex had occurred on the 
premises and that police have in the past been known 
to plant false evidence, 

"Sometimes they [police] used condoms. Even 
if they have no sex with the girl, they put the condoms 
there,” he said. ‘The police don't send the condom to 
the lab to see if it's used or not." 
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Lawmaker Says She Was

SRP lawmaker Mu Sokhua said yesterday 
she has been sued by Phnom Penh's Prey Speu 
Social Affairs Center for aiding last month the 
escape of 18 women and children who had 
been detained there against their will for more 
than a week. 

Ms. Sokhua said she was informed yester- 
day by acting chief prosecutor Sok Roeun that 
lawyers for the center lodged a complaint 
against her earlier this week. 

“I have been told the lawsuit has been 
lodged with Phnom Penh Municipal Court,” 
she said, but declined to elaborate further. Ms. 
Sokhua "s parliamentary immunity was stripped 
in 2009 and has yet to be restored, leaving her 
open to prosecution. 

Mr. Roeun could not be reached for com- 
ment yesterday. A number of court clerks and 
prosecutors said they were not familiar with 
the suit. 

OfficiaJs at Phnom Penh Municipal Social 
Affairs Center, better known as Prey Speu, 
could not be reached for comment. San 
Sophal, director of the Phnom Penh Municipal 
Social Affairs Department, under which the 
center is registered, said he had no knowledge 
of the lawsuit. 
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Sued for Aiding Escape 

“I don't know about this because the 
department did't file a suit [against her},” he said. 

Talk of a lawsuit has already sparked con- 
cern among rights groups, which stressed Ms. 
Sokhua did nothing unlawful, and expressed 
worries that the case could have significant 
negative ramifications tor advocacy organizations, 

“From my knowledge, she has done nothing 
illegal before the law ” said Am SamAth, technical 
supervisor for rights group Licadho. 

Chan Soveth, deputy head of Adhoc's 
monitoring program, said his organization is 
looking into the suit. 

"We've heard from numerous sources that 
she has been sued by Phnom Penh Municipal 
Social Affairs Center," he said, adding: “If it were 
true, it would harm the rights of rights workers 
who just perform tasks providing legal advice and 
human rights." 

The escape came shortly after Ms. Sokhua, 
along with SRP lawmaker Sovanna Pisakha, 
announced to the women that they were being 
held illegally, as no charges had been lodged 
against them. 

“Her activities in giving legal advice on 
the fundamental rights to Rorei Keila residents 
is an act of advocating for human rights. It 
should not be illegal ” added Mr. Soveth.

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Economy May Grow 6.2% in 2012, Says Report

Economic growth in Cambodia is ctimated 
to slow slightly to reach 6.2 percent in 201 2 due 
to an expected drop in demand for garments from 
sluggish markets in Europe and the US, according 
to a report released by the Economic Institute of 
Cambodia (EIC) yesderday. 

The prediction came as Prime Minister Hun 
Sen announced at an economic conference in Phnom 
Penh that growth would reach 65 percent an estimated 
rate also shared yesterday by the International 
Monetary Fund. 


"As sovereign debt woed in Europe are likely 
to deepen, the year 2012 does not bode well anymore 
for Cambodia's textile and garment industry,” 
the EIC said in the report adding that it had revised 
its growth estimate for the industry down to 9.4 
percent year-on -year from a previous estimate of 
11.3 percent. 

According to the EIC, economic growth in 
Cambodia reached 7.8 percent last year, but weak 
demand abroad for garments coupled with a fall 
in demand for raw agricultural products means 
growth this year will only be “modest.”

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Chea Sim Bodyguard Convicted on Four Counts

Just one day after his hearing at the Military Court 
for a long list of alleged military crimes, the former 
top bodyguard for Senate President Chca Sim was 
sentenced yesterday to 10 years in prison at the 
Phnom Penh Municipal Court on four counts related 
to forgery and illegal weapons possession. 

Lieutenant General Chhoetm Chanthan, formerly 
the head of Mr. Sim's bodyguard unit and one of 
his closet associates, was additionally fined 5 million 
riel (about $1,250) for illegal weapons possession, 
ordering the use of weapons without authority, 
forging public documents and using forged documents. 

Lt. Gen. Chanthan is the latest member of Mr. 
Sim 's inner circle to be convicted on such charges. 
In December, four high-ranking associates of Mr. 
Sim received three and four years sentences after 
being found guilty of fraud. The group is accused 
of having tricked Mr. Sim into signing bogus contracts 
worth millions of dollars. They, like Lt Gen. Chanthan, 
denied all accusation to the end and are currently 
appealing the court's decision. 

Arrested in August, Lt Gen. Chanthan has faced 
a raft of charges at both the municipal and military 
courts. Lawyers for the Defense Ministry and Mr. 
Sim's representative contend that, for years, the 
bodyguard chief sold military property including 
land, weapons and vehicles without permission and 
pocketed the proceeds. 

He was accused of having falsified his rank, using 


the identity card of a head RCAF official and of 
having forged mission orders, sending his unit on 
assignemnt without the go-ahead of the Defense Ministry. 

When police raided his Chamkar Mon district 
house, they uncovered nearly a dozen firearms and 
1,400 bullets, which Lt. Gen. Chanthan said he was 
temporarily storing at his home following a mission 
conducted on behalf of Mr. Sim a few days prior. 

Attorney for Lietenant General Yim Leang, the 
current chief of Mr. Sim's bodyguard unit, said yesterday 
he was pleased with the outcome. The defense said 
they would appeal. 

Speaking briefly with reporters following yesterday's 
verdict announcement, Lt.Gen. Chanthan said he 
considered the convictions highly in appropriate. 

“It is very unjust, and I can not accept it. 1 will 
appeal,” he said, declining to elaborate further. 

His lawyer, Puth Theavy, said the defense team 
felt the evidence was scant. k The punishment of my 
client was very extreme. There was no evidence of 
his having forged documents and none on his use 
of the documents,” he said. Mr. Theavy disputed 
the weapons charges, saying it was hardly unusual 
for a man of his rank to possess that number of firearms 
at any one time. 

“Please, all bodyguard chief and high-ranking 
leaders including police, military police and RCAF 
soldiers: Be careful, because if you have a few guns 
in your house, you II be imprisoned for 1 0 years,” 
he added.

global weakening demand for raw agri- 
cultural produce, especially rice and cas- 
sava, the year 2012 will be a bearish year 
for the international market prices and 
local prices,” the report said. “[PJrices are 
thus expected to follow a downward trend, 
which is likely to negatively to affect farmers' 
income.” 

Still, the report estimated growth in 
the agricultural sector to reach 4.5 percent 
this year compared with 3.3 percent last 
year, a figure that was attributed to severe 
flooding in late 2011.

the report said. 

EIC President Sok Hach said in the 
report that duty-free imports from Cambodia 
to the European Union would continue to fuel 
growth.

“[The duty-free imports] alone will not 
be enough to support the rice export sector 
that faces strong competition from India 
and Pakistan,” Mr. Hach said. “Cambodia 
needs to be more competiti ve.” 

The report also estimated that the rubber 
manufacturing sector would grow 9.2 per- 
cent and the construction sector 7.2 percent.

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WOMEN AND HEART DISEASE

Many women believe that heart disease is a man's problem, but 
heart disease is the #1 killer of women in the US today. Over 
60% of women feel their biggest health threat is breast cancer 
but hear! disease kills 6 times as many women as breast cancer. 
One in three women will lose their lives to heart disease, com- 
pared to one in 30 that will die from breast cancer. In fact, more 
women die of heart disease than all forms of cancer combined. 
However, there is good news. There are steps that women can 
take to lower their risk of heart disease. If a woman does not 
realize heart disease is a health threat, she will not make heart 
healthy changes or respond to symptoms once they occur. It is 
vital that every woman (with their doctor's help) get informed 
and to know their risk factors for heart disease and work to 
decrease them. 

Firstly, women must know that there are some risk factors that 
are different for women than for men. Heart disease symptoms 
may be milder in women or very different than the most com- 
monly know heart attack symptom of crushing chest pain. The 
truth is women are more likely to experience unusual or atypical 
symptoms of heart disease including neck, jaw or arm pain, 
fatigue and shortness of breath with activity. In addition, heart 
attacks can also strike without warning. However, if a you or 


anyone you know develops arm, neck or chest discomfort that 
does not quickly resolve, she should call 9-1-1. 

Notably, heart disease is not always genetic. Factors such as 
obesity, sedentary life style, diabetes, high cholesterol, high 
blood pressure, and smoking often largely contribute to heart 
disease. Women lend to develop heart disease an average of 1 0 
years later in life than men because of the protective effects of 
estrogen on the heart before menopause, (Of note, estrogen 
treatment after menopause is not recommended because of the 
risks of developing cancer). 

The important message here is that heart disease can be diminished. 
By managing blood pressure and cholesterol, eating right and 
losing weight (if indicated), quitting smoking and increasing 
physical activity, women with these risk factors can greatly 
reduce their chance of developing heart disease by as much as 80%. 
Unfortunately, heart disease risks are not an automatic part of 
the annual exam. Be a self-advocate and ask for lab work and 
ask if a baseline electrocardiogram (EKG) is appropriate for 
you. An EKG is a snap shot in time. It does not predict future 
heart damage. Further testing (i.e. monitoring of the heart 
when a person is exercising) may be needed. 

Be informed. Be a self advocate. Know how to decrease your 
risk factors for American's number one killer and do it. 
Encourage others to be active in getting more information 


about their risks for heart disease. 

IMPORTANT TAKE HOME POINTS; 

1) Heart disease is common in men and women. In fact, it 
is the most common cause of death in men and women in the US . 

2) Some risk factors for heart disease and some symptoms 
of heart disease are different for women. Women need to be 
informed and act now to lower their risk of developing heart 
disease. 

3) Besides genetics, factors such as obesity, sedentary life 
style, diabetes, high cholesterol, high blood pressure, and 
smoking often largely contribute to heart disease. 

4) Be a self advocate. Ask your doctor about your risk factors 
for heart disease. 

5) Everyone is an individual so discuss if you need further 
testing based on your personal risk factors for heart disease (i.e. 
cholesterol lab work, baseline EKG weight loss plan, cardiology 
evaluation, aspirin therapy, stress testing). 

6) Uncontrolled high blood pressure, cholesterol, and diabetes 
significantly increase the complications of heart disease. 

7) Smoking has a significantly negative effect on heart disease. 
If you smoke please get information about how to stop.
